. New. York’s  theatre-ticket ordinance, 
which undertook ta limit to 50 cents the 
premium obtained by brokers and spec- 
ulators, was declared unconstitutional 
yesterday by Judge Otto A. Rosalsky in 
the Court of General Sessions. 

“The ordinance, which Wes prepared by 
Assistant District Attorney Kilroe, has 
Deen” “under constant fire since it was 


Spring.” - Pending an appeal, the result of 
Judge Rosalsky's decision is to remove 
all ‘legal restraints from the dealers as 
to the price of tickets. 


‘With a few. exceptions. the ticket 
brokers, were. fron y jubilant at the'de- 
 ctston, cision, and the’ specniators even 


staged an impromptu celebration upon 
xeceipt of-the news. Insc far as the 
theatre men are concerned the décision 
fs certain to. result in open ing," 
this . the word by ° Spihee ate “ a3 
charging is known to the trade. 


“Fears Doom of Traffic. 


John McBridg; head of the McBride 
ticket’ agency, deplored the decision and 
said ‘that his‘company would contintie to 
charge only @50-cent premium. ‘He said 
he looked forward f6 the exaction of 
tremendous . prices by many of the 
Srnaller “brokers; and that he+ believed 
such a policy ‘eventually would bring 
about legislation which wbuld wipe out 
the entire traffic in tickets. “a 
Sam ‘H. Harris, speaking for: the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association, of: which 
he is President, characterized the déci- 
sion as a ‘‘ damned shame.” 
“The: managers will have to evolve 
some plan by. which to prevent--over- 
charging,”’ he said, ‘‘or otherwise the 
theatre business “in New York simply 
will be killed. When @ man pays a 
speculator $10. for a théatre ticket it is 
impossible to make hit believe that the 
manager is not. in on the deal,” 
Louis Cohen, ome of the speculators 
whose cases bro’ t forth the decision 
trom Judge Résalsky, expressed hitnself 
as satisfied with the decision, but said 
that it would make’ but little difference 
in the ‘conduct of his business. 
Judge Rosalsky’s Decision. 
Judge’ Rosalsky, in’ his ‘detision” made 
in ‘the canes of Leo Newsiéa ind Louis 
Cohen; said; 
* Both the theatie dea ‘the ket spec- 
ulator thrive becausé the public te will- 
ing to pay any excessive price that may 
be asked. 
“* There is no doubt that the evil flow- 
ing from this business should be cor- 
tected, but the relief, unfortunatély, 
cannot come through the courts, for ‘the 
courts aré merely the interpreters of the 
law. In -California and Illinois the peo- 
ple have sovight to remedy a. similar 
situation, but the legislation was .de- 
clared to. be, unconstitutional. ;

REGULATING THE WORLD'S 
’ CREDITS. ; 

,' When the Federal Reserve Board 
raised ‘its rediscount raté some weeks 
ago it was regarded on this side the 
o¢ean as a domestic matter, Not so 
in London, where it wis found heces- 
sary for the Bank of England to fol- 
low suit. Now our Federal Reserve 
raises its rate again, with a sevond 
warning against speculation. And 
onge more it is regarded as & domestic 
matter, chiefly designed to correct the 
relation’ of the local money market 
with the national. As the Federal rate 
riges, there ‘is a Clearing Hoisse rule 
that the rate to depositors rises also, 
in an effort to attract so-called coun- 
try déposits. But as our local rate 
rises, there is the same motive and 
disposition to raise the country rate to 
| prevent the undue loss of .money to 
New Yotk, which ‘naturally wishes te 
profit by the ‘‘ spread’ betwéen its 
rate and the Federal rediscount rate. 

There is no disposition to question 
the wisdém of these several actions— 
rather the contrary—but they should 
be ¢o-ordinated and not be allowed to 
degenerate into a competitioi tor 
funds between the regulators of the 
money market. If there 1s no, over- |W 
ture in this direction from Ba 
there might wéll be from here, fo 
two cases are on all foyrs.
